A further group of Goan demonstrators were leav- 
ing Bombay tonight for Belgaum, near the border of 
the Portuguese settlement of Goa.

And for more elaborate 
late’ afternoon or evening. 
summer coolers, she uses 


the same tray with tinkling 


fruit drinks, and an array 
of the colourful fruit snacks 
for which she fs famous, 
Fruits Snacks (For 
giamour service, arrange on 
a large silver or glasa tray, 


or platter edged with green’ 


leaves. Place a paper doily 
under each kind of fruit): ' 
Pineapple Snacks: Peel a 
pineapple. ' Separate into 
natura! pointed acctions. 
Brush with lemon juice and 
dust. with sugar. Stick a 
cocktail pick in each, 


Strawberry Snacks: Use whole 
strawberries. Provide powdered 
sugar for dunking. 

Pass paper-thin, crunchy 
cookles with fruit snacks, 


Butter Crisps: Stir 1c, mar- 
garine until éreammy. ° Gradually 
work in 1c. Mght brown sugar, 
Y% tsp. vanilla and 2 beaten 
oggs. 

Sift together 3 c. alrcady-sifted 
enriched flour, % tsp. baking 
soda, 1 tsp, baking powder and 
Y% tsp, snit, Mix into the Nrst 
mixture. 

Form into a roll 2 in, in 
diameter. Wrap In waxed paper;

_ Mr Latimer, who was formerly Magistrate and Tenancy Tribunal 
Chairman, passed away last Saturday after a long illness.
